The data presented in this report were compiled in conjunction with 
a program of longitudinal research recently initiated by the Office of 
Research of the American Council on Education. The purpose of this pro- 
gram, including the sampling technique used and other technical considera- 
tions, are documented ih an earlier report (Astin, Panos, and Creager, 1966). 

A recent report of findings from this program (Astin, Panos, and 
Creager, 1967) provided tables of weighted national norms based on data 
obtained from 206,865 first-time, full-time freshmen entering 251 institu- 
tions in the fall of 1966. Complete tabulations of data for males, females, 
and all students were reported separately for the following 13 categories 
of institutions: all institutions, all two-year institutions, all four-year 

institutions, all universities, two subgroups of two-year institutions 
(public and private), four subgroups of four-year colleges (public, private- 
nonsectarian, Catholic, and Protestant), and two subgroups of universities 
(public and private) . 

Since the publication of these national norms, the Council has 
received numerous requests for normative data based on categories of insti- 
tutions other than the original 13 shown above. In particular, a consider- 
able interest has been shown in regional norms, norms for noncoeducational 
institutions, and norms for predominantly Negro institutions. The purpose 
of this report is to make available these additional tables of national 
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norms. Table 1 shows, separately for each category of institution, the 
numbers of institutions and students on which the weighted norms presented 
in this report are based, together with the estimated total student popu- 
lation. The weighting procedure is documented in the earlier reports 
(Astin, Panos, and Cr eager, 1966 and 1967). 

The four-category geographical classification is the same one 
used by the U. S. Office of Education in its regional breakdowns of the 
50 states and territories. Since any geographical classification is 
necessarily arbitrary, this one has been chosen primarily on the basis 
of its simplicity and familiarity. Although for many purposes it might 
be desirable to obtain normative data separately by state, such norms 
have not been calculated because of the very large risk of error in states 
where the number of Institutions in the sample is relatively small. 

The items of Information shown in the following 14 pages are ar- 
ranged as follows: the first seven pages contain regional norms separa- 

tely for males, females, and all freshmen; the last seven pages show 
national norms similarly arranged for each of the additional groups of 
institutions listed in Table 1. It should be noted that the data pre- 
sented here for predominantly Negro institutions have not been differen- 
tially weighted. The reason for this is that only nine, of the 14 insti- 
tutions were obtained from the original stratified random sampling of 
251 institutions. Because of the current interest in this category of 
institution, the sample of nine was increased to 14 by adding an addi- 
tional five predominantly Negro institutions from an earlier representa- 
tive national sample of 248 four-year institutions (Astin, 1965) . All

An 
inspection of the original sampling matrix indicates that this sample is 
reasonably representative of the total population of predominantly Negro 
institutions.

Although substantial differences among the different groups are clearly 
revealed on many of the items, it should be remembered that there is con- 
siderable variation within any category on most of the items of information.
